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National Drug Take Back Day A Success

The Mattapoisett Police Department participated 
in their first National Drug Take Back Day on Saturday, 
April 28, organized so that local residents could turn in 
old and unused prescription medications and syringes. 
The program has been running across the US for the last 
four years. 

According to the police, the program is aimed 
at serving two purposes. First it helps reduce the risk of 
prescription drugs being consumed inappropriately — 
either by accident or through illegal sale. Prescription 
medication abuse is becoming far more prevalent 
than common street drugs. Also, it reduces the risk of 
prescription drugs entering the water, potentially harming 
aquatic life or getting into a human water supply. 

''We have coordinated with the Drug Enforcement 
Agency. After we collect everything, we'll hand it over to 
them and they will properly dispose of the drugs," said 
Capt. Anthony Days of the Mattapoisett Police. 

The program ran from 9:00 am to 2:00 pm and 
thirty minutes in, the police had collected scores of 
medications and filled half a large box. Even though 
this was the first of its kind in Mattapoisett, Capt. Days 
was expecting a lot of folks to turn out to offer their old 
prescriptions. 

"Hopefully, people will want to participate more.

participate in one. Holding the race on Mother's Day was 
the logical choice since all the proceeds will be benefitting 
women. 

"I think the group of volunteers is symbolic of 
the growth of the Women's Fund in the last few years/' 
Ackerman said. "Here is a group of strong active women 
getting together and getting things done. It shows the 
power of people working together to get things done and 
bring communities together." 

The Fund's latest project is a multi-million dollar 
platform to raise money for a cooperative program that 
will help send women to Bristol Community College 
to further their education.

To address this issue, the Rochester COA is in the 
beginning stages of helping the many seniors stranded in 
their homes to reconnect with people in the community 
through a new Senior Supportive Day program. The 
center is pursuing funding to install an addition to the 
Rochester Senior Center on Dexter Lane to house the 
program, which would run from 8:30 am to 3:00 daily and 
include breakfast, lunch and an afternoon snack. 

''We've been wanting to do this for quite some 
time," said Sharon Lally Director, Rochester COA. The 
idea looked out of reach until a "totally unexpected" gift 
of $50,000 from Ed and Louise Wheeler, a couple who 
recently passed away, was left to the COA in their will, 
Lally said. 

"They often spoke of stuff we do here, they knew 
what we did," she said. To honor their contribution, she 
said the day program would be named the "Wheeler 
Club." 

"A lot of senior centers that run these programs, 
they are very successful. It keeps people at home, and out 
of assisted living and nursing homes prematurely," added 
Lally 

COA President Pay Ryan said that particularly 
in Rochester, where homes are surrounded by significant 
acreage, seniors need a place to socialize. 

She said the day program would give 10 to 15 
Rochester seniors (and others from adjoining towns if

space permits) a place to play games, engage in activities 
like group exercise and art, and be safe. Transportation 
would be provided for Rochester residents. 

''We have many seniors in town that are in their 
90s. . . They live alone. They have falls, but they are 
stubborn and independent,'' said Ryan, who added that 
the program would not be for those with serious health 
issues, but for socialization for seniors - including those 
who with mild Alzheimer's. 

Also, both Lally and Ryan said the program 
would give caretakers some respite and peace of mind. 

"It's not a medical model. It's a socialization, 
supervision type-thing to monitor them for the bulk of the 
day, and to keep them nourished, stimulated. And to keep 
them from getting depressed," said Ryan. 

The service would cost $30 per day, which is 
reasonable compared to the typical $20 an hour for 
homecare or $300 per day for a nursing home stay, Lally 
said. "I'm really sincere this is the most cost effective way 
in keeping people engaged in their own community." 

She envisions the day programming evolving into 
a true club of friends. 

"Once they start to come, it will become like a 
club. The good thing is that everybody already knows 
everybody. They are already lifelong acquaintances. It is 
only a matter of rekindling them," said Lally. 

At this point in time, the COA has raised $78,000 
towards the $150,000 necessary to launch the day

granted. 

The Marion Board of Selectmen voted last 
month to cancel the fireworks as no committee work 
nor fundraising had taken place to get the event off 
the ground. At the same meeting, the board placed the 
responsibility in the hands of the Recreation Department. 

Former Fireworks Committee Chairman Chris 
Collings said he had informed the Selectmen last year that 
the committee would not reconvene, citing problems with 
raising money from locals. 

'It just got lost in the noise. [The Selectmen] just 
forgot and they hadn't done anything,'' Collings said. 

The difficulty in rallying financial community 
support created significant hurdles, he said. Last year, the

committee barely was able to pull it off at the eleventh 
hour, having to renegotiate the fireworks day and price 
with the contractor to make it work. 

"It became too much work to do it the way it 
needed it done and to raise the money that was needed 
for it to be run," Collings said. "It ceased to be fun, it 
became how well you can shake $50,000 out of people. 
Everybody [on the committee] ran out of gas." 

"What's the most thankless job? The fireworks 
committee. Nobody writes thank you, few people thank 
you. . . The only thing we hear is how hard it is [to give]," 
he said, although said he is trying to put a "good shine" 
on what is an unfortunate situation in this economic 
climate. 

Collings said even with the responsibility in the 
hands of the Recreation Department, the event would 
still require extensive fundraising. In 2010 the town voted 
against picking up the tab and the department would still 
have to form a committee to raise the funds. 

"People who I talk to shared their frustrations. 
They know people feel rather fatalistic... But maybe this 
will shake them up," Collings said. He noted that because 
the town meeting takes place in May - many of the 
summer residents who benefit from the fireworks event 
do not get to vote. " 

However, Collings said he thinks the Recreation 
Department is the appropriate place to oversee the 
fireworks. 

"I think [Dickensen] is going to do an awesome 
job. He is the right person at the right time to do it all... 
It's on his beach, his park. It makes complete sense that he 
handles it," said Collings. 

On his part, Dickensen said that just because the 
event is in the Recreation Department's hands, doesn't 
mean that the community is off scot-free.

CANINE DIARRHEA 

My dog has had diarrhea more than once a week for the past month. 
He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is blood in the 
stool and he can't always control himself and messes indoors. What 
can I do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis 
and then treating the problem appropriately. First, have your 
veterinarian examine a stool specimen to check for intestinal 
parasites. Stop feeding your dog table scraps. If no parasites are 
found and stopping the table scraps does not resolve the prob- 
lem, try changing the diet.

Inn at Shipyard Park Granted Licenses

After months of applications, hearings, and quite 
a bit of contention from local residents. Nils Johnson and 
Andrea Perry were granted entertainment and victualler 
licenses for the Inn At Shipyard Park, formerly the 
Kinsale Inn. 

The original public hearing was scheduled for 
Tuesday, but due to the crowd of concerned residents, 
which approached 100 people, it was rescheduled and 
relocated for Thursday night at the Old Hammondtown 
School. 

This has been a hot-button issue for a few 
months, as speculation feverishly grew over the vision 
Johnson and Perry had for the Inn, much of which was 
based upon rumor, conjecture, or misinterpretation of 
the details of the licenses in the public record. The fear 
of many in town was that the Inn would be turned into 
a nightclub and were concerned that issues of noise 
and disorderly conduct on the part of late-night patrons 
would negatively impact the quality of life downtown. 

Rumor that the Inn would be transformed into a

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resident, and Perry sat in front of the crowd of over 100 
people in the Old Hammondtown cafeteria and began by 
giving a little perspective on their plans. They intend on 
eliminating the Irish-themed fare in exchange for a finer 
dining menu, including regional favorites such as little 
necks with chorizo.

survey, in w^hich 152 residents expressed a strong interest 
in w^alking areas - including bike paths, sidew^alk and 
nature trails. The report also looked at the conditions of 
town recreational facilities, environmental concerns, the 
need for open space, etc. to guide MOSAC in its land 
purchasing decisions and to direct focus of the new Open 
Space and Recreation Plan. 

''We want to be sure the pathway becomes a 
reality and we are offering our help to the Selectmen,'' 
said John Rockwell of MOSAC. Last fall the town 
authorized $300,000 in Community Preservation Funds to 
the Board of Selectmen to negotiate contracts to purchase 
parcels for conservation that would harbor the pathway. 

This does not include the acreage of conservation 
land obtained as part of the Bay Watch 40B project off 
Route 105, on which a bike path is expected to be built. 

Selectman Roger Blanchette alluded to some past 
attempts at negotiations, and the need to change language 
from an initial agreement. 

"The Louisiana Purchase is far less complicated," 
said Selectman Jon Henry. Paul Dawson said many pieces 
still need to come together before the land purchase and 
the engineering work take place. 

In other business, the Selectmen turned down 
a request from the Sippican Lands Trust for a one-day 
alcohol license. A recently discovered bylaw that prohibits 
alcohol on Silver shell Beach blocked the Selectmen's 
ability to approve the request.

Selectman Roger Blanchette urged residents 
interested in overturning the bylaw to submit such an 
article for the fall special town meeting. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson informed the 
board of a sewer main break at the Town House that shut 
down sanitary facilities for a good portion of the day. 
Although it has been temporarily corrected, he said he 
has asked the Department of Public Works to price the 
cost of replacing the line. 

In other action items, Dawson informed the board 
that the Cumberland Farms project is moving along, but 
the company needs a ''field change'', or modification of 
the approved site plan, because there are some problems 
installing the ADA-compliant sidewalks. He said the 
sidewalks require a "precise elevation" to work and there 
is a risk of installing the sidewalk aprons incorrectly. 

Instead, Dawson received authorization from the 
Selectmen to allow Cumberland Farms to replace 60 to 
70-feet of 10-inch piping in Front Street with 12-inch pipe. 
The 10-inch pipe is connected on both ends to 12-inch 
piping and has created a bottleneck, Dawson explained. 

The field change request also requires approval 
by the Planning Board. 

The town has received $81,804.94 from FEMA 
to reimburse the town for repairing damages caused by 
Hurricane Irene, Dawson announced at the meeting. 

The town administrator credited the work of Judy 
Mooney, Finance Director for the town, who navigated 
through the "extremely cumbersome" process to acquire 
the federal funds. 

"It's a job well done of Police Chief Lincoln Miller 
and Judy Mooney," he said.

Norton and Mansfield. They will be sprayed on the grass 
below the guardrails, and they will not be sprayed during 
rainstorms or high winds. 

The portion of land being sprayed in Rochester 
measures about 600 feet in length. Various reflectors of 
different colors will be places on the guardrails to indicate 
where wetlands and well lands are so they can avoid 
being sprayed. The ConCom's approval gives Mass DOT 
two years to do the spraying; however, they must inform 
the town at least ten days prior to the spraying.

supplemental energy source to operate the plant. 

If approved, the project could begin construction 
as early as the summer. SEMASS will meet with the 
ConCom again in June with more specific details of the 
project.

Fire Escape Plan from Mattapoisett FD 

If a fire occurred in your home tonight, would 
your family get out safely? When a fire occurs and smoke 
begins to fill your home, everyone must know what to do 
and where to go when the smoke alarm sounds. Too often, 
people panic in this situation because they do not know 
what to do. Develop a Fire Escape Plan and practice it 
regularly, ensuring that all family members and overnight 
guests know the escape plan. 

The first step in escaping a fire in the home is 
to plan ahead. Installing smoke detectors in the home 
and being sure they are in good working order can alert 
family members to the presence of smoke or fire before it 
is too late. Be sure to change the batteries in your smoke

When you hear a smoke alarm going off or 
perhaps someone is yelling 'TIRE'' or "SMOKE", you 
may only have a few minutes to safely exit before smoke 
and heat fill the inside of your home. Unless it is a small 
fire that can quickly and easily be put out with a fire 
extinguisher, it is always best to get out and stay out and 
dial 9-1-1 to notify the Fire Department. 

Even if the fire isn't large, there is a good chance 
the entire home can fill with smoke. The heat and gases 
associated with smoke can kill occupants far more quickly 
than the actual flames. Each member of your family 
should understand the importance of crawling low under

smoke. As smoke and heat rise, the best place to find 
fresher and cooler air is near the floor. When approaching 
a door, feel the back of the door before opening it. If it 
is hot, do not open it and seek another exit. If you find 
yourself trapped, always close doors between you and 
the smoke. Doors will do a good job of holding back 
smoke by stuffing the cracks and covering vents to keep 
smoke out. If there is a phone available, call in your exact 
location to the Fire Department. Wait at the window and 
signal with a sheet, piece of clothing or anything visible 
that will draw attention to the window. 

Parents, be sure to involve your children in the 
planning and practicing of your home fire escape plan 
and it might just surprise you how much children will 
enjoy it. After you have practiced it a few times, perform 
the fire drill with an exit blocked or perhaps without any 
lights on in the home. Always be sure to enforce with 
children that they should never hide from the fire under 
the bed, in a closet, or in a bathroom, but should exit the 
home as quickly and safely as they can. 

A special meeting place should be established 
a safe distance from the house. It could be a mailbox, 
neighbor's driveway, or perhaps a large tree. Whatever 
it is, it must be something that is stationary and won't be 
moved. This safe meeting place is where everyone meets 
in the event of a fire. It also prevents family members

Lessons in History Take a 
Step Towards the Future 

ril admit that when 
I was in high school, I was 
never a big fan of studying 
history or social studies. 
To me, it seemed boring 
and there had to be a better 
approach than staring at 
pages filled with endless text 
and taking copious notes. 

Apparently I graduated high school 
about eight years too soon, because the teacher's 
approach to 
instructing those 
subjects here in 
the Old Rochester 
School District are 
far more advanced 
than anything I ever 
got to experience in 
a classroom. It even 
seems, dare I say it, 
fun! 

On the 
evening of 
Wednesday, April 
25, members of the 
League of Women 
Voters gathered 

together with various teachers and members of 
the Old Rochester School District for a Round 
Table Discussion. The event featured a curriculum 
showcase and a question and answer session. 

Living in a globalized world, the teachers 
expressed the importance of molding the history 
and social studies curriculum to meet 21^* century 
needs. In other words, it is important to broaden 
horizons and utilize more technology in the 
classroom to best prepare students for facing the 
world. 

Joyce Bourdon, a second grade teacher 
at Rochester Memorial School, utilizes the Eno 
Board in her classroom. The board looks like your 
standard dry erase board, but is capable of so much 
more. 

The board, which is touch screen sensitive, 
is controlled by a pen stylist and has a variety 




of interactive tools that can play movies, draw 
pictures and edit text electronically. Bourdon calls 
upon her students to interact with the board as 
much as possible, whether it's for learning the 
National Anthem or studying the American Flag. 

"Having interactivity makes it inviting to 
them," said Bourdon. 

Corinne Coates, a Grade 8 Social Studies 
teacher at the Old Rochester Junior High 
School, also encourages interactive education 
in her classroom. Through various PowerPoint 
presentations and movies, she exposes her students 
to the origin of democracy by way of the Greeks 
and Romans. But her students don't just watch 

movies; they star in 
them, too. 

One of Coates' 
favorite projects 
during the year is 
having her students 
pitch a documentary 
project, where they 
make videos that 
showcase creative 
approaches to 
studying history. 

And the 
technology doesn't 
stop when the 
students get to 
high school. Colin Everett, a social studies teacher 
and coach of the debate team, introduced the 
"Renaissance Responder," a tool that looks like a 
TV remote. 

The responders are distributed to each 
student in class and it allows them to answer 
multiple-choice questions electronically. The results 
are then displayed on the Eno Boards, making it 
an easy and efficient way for students to analyze 
results. 

"We want our school to be successful," 
said Everett. "We want our students to be active 
members of a democratic society." 

The teaching methods in the Old Rochester 
Regional School District allows history educators 
to present their lessons in a unique way, by tying 
the past to the technology of the future; two very 
important aspects of everyday life.

Nevermore

The Raven, Starring John Cusack and Luke Evans. Di- 
rected by James McTeigue. Running time: 111 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

For many years now, Sylvester Stallone has 
talked about directing a film about Edgar Allan Poe. He 
wouldn't star in it — last I heard, Robert Downey Jr. 
was the favorite — but a lot of onlookers have doubted 
heavily that the man who directed Stayin' Alive could do 
justice to a complex figure like Poe. Well, The Raven has 
obligingly come along to make anything Stallone could 
come up with look austere and intellectual. The movie 
puts our embattled author — lord help his poor soul — at 
the center of a murder mystery wherein the killings mimic 
his stories. Even Stallone wouldn't have had the hubris to 
have Poe riding a horse while firing a gun into the Balti- 
more fog, but this film does. 

If you're a Poe fan, you might enjoy such details 
as a reference to Poe's ill-fated first wife, the princely sum 
he was paid for his famous poem ''The Raven" (nine dol- 
lars), and an explanation of why he said "Reynolds" on 
his deathbed; you might also enjoy seeing Poe's nemesis 
Rufus Griswold, the critic who in real life lived to defame 
Poe after the latter 's death at age 40, unwillingly re- 
enacting "The Pit and the Pendulum." But if you're savvy 
enough to spot all these things. The Raven won't be nearly 
enough to keep you awake. For one thing, serious Poe 
fans have read any number of Poe-as-detective stories and 
novels, and William Hjortsberg's 1995 fiction Nevermore 
also concerned a murderer patterning his crimes after 
Poe's work, though it was Harry Houdini and Arthur 
Conan Doyle, not Poe, on the killer's trail. Now that 
would' ve made a much cooler film. 

The Raven is coarse and stupid, pitched to the 
jocks in the audience despite all the chat about literature, 
with anachronistic profanities and turns of phrase, as 
when someone refers to himself as Poe's "biggest fan." 
The killer is disappointed that the drunk and disorderly 
Poe (John Cusack) has stopped writing tales of the gro- 
tesque and arabesque in favor of poetry and lit-crit, so he 
has kidnapped Poe's sweetheart Emily (Alice Eve) and 
threatens to kill her unless Poe writes new stories about 
this ongoing case — in effect, becoming the killer's collab- 




orator. This premise sounds promising, but the execution 
is dullsville; it sorely needed a gothic sensibility like Tim 
Burton's, but what it got was non-entity James McTeigue, 
who previously distinguished himself with V for Vendetta 
and Ninja Assassin. McTeigue has no apparent feeling for 
19th-century America; a lot of it looks like cheap backlot 
or green-screen. This movie needs madness and delirium 
swirling around in it like fog, but all it has is fog. 

If you'd told me twenty years ago that some- 
day John Cusack would play Edgar Allan Poe, I'd have 
advised you to cut back on the nepenthe. But here he is, 
and he isn't the problem with The Raven. He plays Poe as 
an arrogant elitist who knows how much he's wasting 
his gifts and his life. He's constantly broke and near- 
constantly drunk, though we see that he drinks to kill his 
pain. Cusack puts across the more objectionable bits of 
Poe's personality, but as an actor he can't help projecting 
decency and affability, so we perceive a tension between 
the mask Poe wears publicly and the wounded person un- 
derneath. Despite the dumb script he has to enact, Cusack 
seems to feel honored to play Poe, even in a lukewarm 
pastiche like this, and he commits himself. 

If you like Cusack and Poe, my advice is to rent 
The Raven someday and tune everything else out. That 
includes the non-actress Alice Eve, who couldn't convey 
gravity if you dropped her off a cliff, and the unimagi- 
native score by Lucas Vidal, and the dull Heath Ledger 
clone Luke Evans as an inspector on the case, and the way 
one sequence evokes the terror of "The Masque of the 
Red Death" only to climax with some dude on horseback 
with a note. "The inventive or original mind," wrote Poe 
in a glowing review of Hawthorne's Twice-Told Tales, "as 
frequently displays itself in novelty of tone as in novelty of 
matter." The Raven displays neither.
